Japs Suicide Troops 
On Okinawa Island 
Facing Annihilation 


From CP, AP_and BUP Dispatches 

GUAM, June 7.—Bombed and blasted from the air, the 
sea and by heavy artillery which is operating at almost 

point-blank range, the “suicide garrison” of Japanese troops 
on Okinawa is today facing total annihilation, 

Pressed back to a rocky plateau on the edge of a 200 
foot cliff the Japanese are literally being blown off the island 
as wave after wave of American planes bomb and strafe the 
pocket into which they have been compressed. 

More than 30,000 pounds of bombs were dropped this 
morning, and one lucky hit, apparently on a huge ammuni- 
tion dump, blew out the entire side of a mountain. 

“The whole place just went up 
ec a geyser’, reported an observe! 
said that Japanese troops 
were throwing 
themselves into the sea as the U.S 
7th and 9th divisions broke through 
the outer defences of the “last 
ditch” stronghold 
Land-based tactical bombers, op 
ting fr Okinawa air strips 
are having a field day. They are 
keeping up a shuttle service of 
round-the-clock bombing, and 
American warships tying off shore 
are shelling the defences with dev- 
astating effect 

The core of the defence is a 
200-foot cliff which forms the 
backbone of the doomed pocket. , 
There is no further room for re- 
treat, and for the Japs now in the 
pocket it is “surrender or die.” 
Some 15,000 troops are trapped 
in the pocket.

AIR BLOWS PROGRESS 

At the present time, experts esti- 
mate, the air campaign against 
Japan is about as far along as the 
aerial war against Germany was in 
February 1944, just before the Luft- 
waffe was effectively paralyzed

PARIS, June 7—(‘AP)—Alexander De Seversky, noted airplane 
designer, told a press conference today that when victory came in 
Europe the Germans possessed a four-engined jet-propelled plane 
with which they planned to bomb New York and other castern 
cities of the United States by round-trip trans-Atlantic flights 
The plane designer said he had interviewed Reichsmarshael 
Goering, who told him a German Messerschmitt-264 would have 
been sent against the United States if the war had lasted » few 
months longer. 

The ME-264 was in final stages of development and the Nazis 
were trying to reduce its fuel consumption to fit the range, De 
Seversky said. He said the Allies found at least one experimental 
model of the long range jet bomber in France 

De Seversky, a special consultant to United States War 
Secretary Stimson, talked with correspondents after weeks of 
research in Germany. . 

He said strategic bombing in the Reich had exceeded ali ex- 
pectations, and asserted that half of the 70 German cities of more 
than 100,000 population were destroyed by air power.

The Terms of the Bargain 


Mr, Bracken went back to Brandon last 
week, where twelve days before he had 
given out a statement regarding the thirty- 
three Independent isolationist candidates 
in Quebec who are being supported by Con- 
servative campaign funds and the party or- 
ganizer, Mr. Lafontaine. 

In his statement, Mr. Bracken had said 
that if these isolationist proteges “differ 
with us in certain matters—such as, for 
example, our manpower policy—that is 
their privilege.’ The very plain meaning 
of this seemed to be that it was the “priv- 
ilege’’ of the gentlemen in question to con- 
demn conscription, and that their doing so 
in no way imperilled the support that has 
been promised them and is being given 
them. 

If there were expectations that on his 

return visit the leader would explain what 
he meant—if this was not the correct 
meaning—the expectations were disap- 
pointed. There was no explanation or 
modification coming; and the statement 
has therefore to be taken to mean just 
what it seemed to mean when it was given 
out on May 20th. . 
Namely, that the basis of the coalition 
between the Conservative leader and the 
champions of isolationism was that the 
latter should preach their anti-conscription, 
anti-war, anti-British docttine in Quebec 
while Mr. Bracken posed as the No. 1 pro- 
conscription, pro-war, pro-British cham- 
pion in the English-speaking provinces.

Even 
American lend-lease planes are 
ferried to the fleet in British ships 
from British ports. Everything from 
bombs to butter—fresh New Zea- 
land butter—is put aboard the war- 
Ships at sea by a shuttle service 
of the fleet train, which is itself 
something new to the Royal Navy 
and modelled after the American 
“service force”.

to Mr. Baldwin in the summer of 

1935. The late Ramsay MacDon- 
ald, Labor prime minister from 

1929 without a clear majority in 
the commons, formed it in 1931 
during a financial crisis caused 
by the depression, was sustained 
by a tremendous majority in a 
general election, but resigned in 
favor of, Mr. Baldwin because of 
ill-health as the foreign situation 
took an ominous turn 

In October, 1935, the four-year 
Parliament was dissolved and the 
new prime minister appealed to the 
electorate largely on a program of 
rearmament
